Report of School Board. 


As will be seen by the statistical table herewith sub- 
mitted, we have had seven different schools in town with 
two terms in each school except the Philbrick Hill division. 
We were unable to procure a teacher for that school owing 
to disappointments of persons that were early engaged. 
Later the pupils of that district were sent to the Centre 

school, and in the fall five weeks extra were held therein 
- to equalize as nearly as practical, school privileges. 

Ten different teachers were employed four of which 
had previously taught here. 

The greater progress was noticed where we had same 
teachers each term. 

Unfortunately the teacher that began the Philbrick 
Hill school was obliged to close her work at the end of the 
fifth week. Fortunately the services of an experienced 
teacher were secured to close the term. 

It is a very easy matter to criticise the work of a 
teacher ; also the work of:pupils. It is customary in this 
town for all school boards to admonish the parents of their 
duty to their children, the teacher and the school. We 
forbear, 

Our schools are public, and we earnestly hope that in 
the future there will be more interest shown in regard to 
educational matters: While we have comparatively few 
children of school age in town, as required by law; we 
think €1at in natural ability as well as acquired knowledge 
they will compare favorably with those of earlier years. 
We have some very good scholars considering the brevity 
of our schools. It is gratifying to have them remain in 
our schools longer than by law required. 
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The state is endeavoring to make larger appropriations 
to aid our smaller towns to lengthen our schools. 

Let us remember that we must help ourselves also. 
The Rev. George A. Tyrrel who was a most efficient mem- 
ber of your school board saw fit to resign at about the close 
of the first term. Subsequently Mrs. Ada P. Morgan was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. 

Our school district will be called on to elect two mem- 
bers of the school board at the annual meeting to be holden 
at the town hall, Thursday, March 14, 1907 at 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

Let there be a full attendance of parents who have 
children to attend school the coming year, and consider 
the questions of reducing the number of schools, as held 
for the past two years. 

Please re-read your last year’s school board report. 

We thank all citizens, teachers, and pupils for their 
co-operation.
